Observatory. 

Prof.  D.  R.  FORD,  Director. 

The  Observatory  belonging  to  the  Elmira  Academy  of  Science  is  open  at  a 
small  charge  to  members  of  the  class  in  Astronomy.  The  telescope  is  a 
superb  Equatorial  Reflector,  of  8  1-2  inch  aperture,  and  has  been  practically 
tested  and  approved  by  some  of  the  most  distinguished  Astronomers  in 
the  country.  The  Transit  Instrument  is  also  of  approved  excellence,  with  all 
necessary  fixtures  and  auxiliary  instruments.  The  Observatory  also  contains 
a  Sidereal  Clock,  a  Chronograph,  and  a  valuable  Scientific  Library  qnd  Mu¬ 
seum. 


The  College  is  designed  for  such  a  limited  number,  that  every  student  may 
enjoy  the  pleasant  associations,  and  receive  the  personal  care  of»a  true 
home.

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The  importance  of  educating  the  taste  is  fully  recognized  and  regarded, 
and  it  is  a  prominent  design  of  the  College  to  furnish  the  best  instruc¬ 
tion  in  those  accomplishments  which  young  women  may  find  useful  as 
a  means  of  self-support,  and  elegant  and  honorable  employment  suited  to 
their  sex.

This  department  is  in  charge  of  an  experienced  artist  of  distinguished  repu¬ 
tation  ;  and  superior  advantages  will  be  enjoyed  by  those  who  desire  to  pur¬ 
sue  the  Arts  to  any  degree  of  proficiency. 

A  very  superior  selection  of  casts  from  Classic  and  Modern  Statuary 
has  been  added  to  the  Art  Department,  among  which  are  full  size  busts 
of  the  Apollo  Belvidere,  Diana,  Venus  de  Milo,  Julius  de  Medici,  (by 
Michael  Angelo,)  Venus  de  Medici,  Thorwaldsen’s  Mercury  and  Eve,  Clytie, 
and  full  length  reductions  of  Flora,  Venus  de  Milo,  Pomona,  a  torso  of 
the  Laocoon,  with  Colossal  busts  of  Bacchus  and  Ariadne.  These,  with 
models  of  hands  and  feet,  studies  in  anatomy,  and  a  number  of  standard 
casts  of  horses,  cattle,  dogs,  and  other  animals,  furnish  advantages  for 
the  study  of  Art  not  surpassed  by  any  institution  in  the  country. 

The  Painting  Department  has  elegant  and  commodious  studios,  well ' 
lighted  and  furnished  with  paintings  and  chromos ;  and  regular  or  special 
students  may  pursue  Art-studies  with  appliances  and  instruction  which  will 
compare  favorably  with  the  best  Art-Schools  of  the  largest  cities. 

The  history  and  principles  of  the  Fine  Arts  form  the  subject  of  lessons  or 
lectures  through  the  last  session  of  the  Senior  year;  and  these  are  largely 
illustrated  by  engravings,  and  drawings  prepared  expressly  for  the  class,  and 
by  a  very  extensive  collection  of  superior  photographs  selected  in  Europe, 
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illustrating  the  most  celebrated  works  of  Architecture,  Sculpture,  and  Paint¬ 
ing. 

Elementary  drawing  is  a  part  of  the  regular  preparatory  course,  and 
students  are  expected  to  give  attention  to  this  exercise  for  at  least  one  year, 
except  such  as  are  specially  excused,  after  examination.

VOOAL  COURSE. 

Madame  Seiler’s  method  for  vocal  culture. 

Exercises  and  studies  by  Concone  ;  Mazzoni,  Rossini,  and  others. 

The  Musical  Department  is  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  W- 
Luton  Wood,  professor  of  instrumental  music,  thorough  bass,  and  harmony. 
Pupils  are  given  the  benefit  of  regular  private  lessons  in  addition  to  the 
usual  class  training.  Theory  and  technique  axe  taught  in  accordance  with 
the  methods  adopted  in  the  best  foreign  conservatories. 
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Criticism  classes  are  held  once  a  week  during  the  winter  at  which  pupils 
play  before  the  class,  and  are  taught  to  criticise  each  other.  Lectures  upon 
the  lives  and  peculiar  characteristics  of  Beethoven,  Mozart,  and  all  the  cele¬ 
brated  composers,  are  given  to  the  advanced  pupils,  to  enable  them  the  better 
to  comprehend  and  appreciate  the  works  of  the  acknowledged  masters  of  the 
art. 

General  rehearsals  of  the  musical  department  are  held  as  frequently  as 
practicable,  at  which  the  choicest  classical  and  modern  music  is  given  by  such 
pupils  as  are  sufficiently  advanced. 

An  exact  account  of  each  day’s  practice,  is  required  from  all  pupils  in  the 
department,  and  all  unexcused  omissions,  must  be  made  up  on  Saturday  of 
each  week. 

The  College  has  recently  increased  the  number  of  its  instruments  by  the 
addition  of  a  Chiokering  Square  Piano,  and  also  a  Chickering  Concert  Grand, 
for  the  use  of  the  advanced  pupils., 

A  similar  high  standard  is  employed  in  vocal  culture,  beginning  with  the 
scientific  development  of  the  voice,  and  proceeding  to  the  highest  degree  of 
proficiency  which  the  taste,  talent  and  diligence  of  the  student  may  render 
possible.  A  daily  class  in  vocal  training,  sight  reading,  and  general  exercises, 
is  gratuitously  open  to  all  students. 

Special  students  will  be  admitted  to  this  department  who  desire  to  give  their 
whole  attention  to  Music,  at  much  less  cost  and  yet  with  advantages  of  in¬ 
struction  and  drill  equal  to  those  of  the  Musical  Conservatories  of  the  great 
cities. 

Organ. 

The  College  Chapel  is  furnished  with  a  very  superior  organ  from  the  cele¬ 
brated  establishment  of  Messrs.  E.  &  G.  G.  Hook,  of  Boston. 

This  instrument  is  pronounced  by  competent  judges  to  be  unsurpassed  for 
excellence  of  tone  and  finish,  by  any  instrument  of  its  size  and  volume  in  the 
country. 

It  has  two  ‘banks  of  keys  with  full  compass  from  CC  to  A  in  Alt.— fifty- 
eight  notes,  with  pedal  twenty-five  notes.  It  has  seventeen  of  the  most  ap¬ 
proved  stops,  with  all  modern  improvements  which  have  rendered  the  Messrs. 
Hook  so  distinguished  as  organ  builders. 
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Applications  and  Conditions  of  Admission. 


To  the  Preparatory  Classes,  students  will  be  admitted  who  are  not  un¬ 
der  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  who  are  well  prepared  to  lay  aside 
the  study  of  Modern  Geography  and  English  Grammar,  and  who  are  able  to 
sustain  a  thorough  examination  in  Practical  Arithmetic  through  Compound  or 
Denominate  Numbers,  as  far  as  Percentage.  The  Studies  in  the  preparatory 
department  are  not  to  be  selected  or  omitted  at  the  option  of  students.  Stu¬ 
dents  are  rarely  well  prepared  in  Arithmetic,  unless  they  have  gone  through 
some' standard  work  equivalent  to  Robinson’s  Practical. 

A  recent  certificate  of  having  passed  the  Regents’  examination  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  for  admission  to  either  of  the  Preparatory  Classes. 

It  is  requested  that  the  letter  of  definite  application  contain  statements  on 
the  following  points  :  1st.  Age ;  2d,  General  Health ;  3d.  Name  of  school 
last  attended ;  4th.  Branches  of  study  recently  pursued  ;  5th.  Special  wishes 
of  parents  or  guardians  as  to  studies ;  6th.  Whether  the  time  to  be  spent  in 
study  beyond  the  current  year  is  doubtful,  probable,  or  decided;  7th.  What 
church  is  preferred  by  the  parent  or  guardian  for  the  attendance  of  the  ap¬ 
plicant. 

Rooms  will  be  assigned  according  to  the  date  of  definite  applications.  The 
most  desirable  rooms  not  engaged  by  former  students  will  be  for  those  who 
are  entered  earliest  on  the  Register. 

|W°Students  who  selected  rooms  at  the  close  of  the  session  are  requested 
to  send  a  definite  notice  of  their  desire  to  retain  their  rooms,  or  their  wish 
to  relinquish  or  change  them,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  August, 

Boarding  students  are  expected  to  furnish  each  her  own  napkins  and  towels, 
a  gymnastic  costume,  a  water-proof  cloak,  one  pair  of  sheets  and  pillow  cases, 
and  a  coverlet  and  blankets,  so  that  two  room-mates  may  together  furnish  all 
needed  bed-clothing.  Each  student  should  provide  a  spoon  for  use  in  her 
own  room,  an  umbrella,  and  a  pair  of  over-shoes. 

Each  will  need  a  copy  of  the  Bible  with  marginal  references,  a  Bible  Dic¬ 
tionary,  an  Atlas,  and  an  English  Dictionary. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  wardrobe  should  be  plain,  but  yet  so  complete 
as  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  frequent  purchases  in  term-time.  All  articles 
should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name.

Thorough  scholarship,  such  as  the  aims  of  the  College  contemplate,  cannot 
be  secured  if  absence  from  recitations,  and  interruption  of  the  hours  of  study 
be  allowed.  The  arrangement  of  studies  is  such  that  a  loss  of  this  kind  seri¬ 
ously  injures  the  success  of  a  student,  and  thus  greatly  diminishes  the  value 
of  all  that  she  may  study  during  the  whole  period  of  her  education.  Nothing 
is  more  valuable  as  a  healthy  stimulant  to  a  student  than  uninterrupted  success. 
To  render  this  impossible,  by  visiting  home  or  friends  during  the  sessions  of 
the  College,  is  often  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  student  and  a  serious  injury  to 
the  College. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  frequent  calls  and  protracted  visits  of  friends  be 
avoided.  Calls  upon  the  youug  ladies  are  to  be  confined  to  the  hours  of  re¬ 
creation,  and,  unless  in  case  of  parents,  or  those  who  bring  a  written  request 
from  parents,  it  will  not  be  permitted  to  call  any  young  lady  from  recitation, 
or  any  other  regular  excercise  of  the  College.  Calls  are  not  expected  in 
the  evening  or  on  the  Sabbath. 

Friends  are  requested  not  to  make  appointments  to  meet  students  at  the 
depot,  or  at  hotels.  Except  in  very  rare  cases,  this  cannot  be  permitted. 
They  will  also  see  the  impropriety  of  asking  to  have  students  visit  them  away 
from  the  College,  and  thus  interrupt  their  studies. 

It  is  especially  requested  that  parents  or  friends  will  not  furnish  students 
with  money  to  be  spent  in  confectioneries  or  other  refreshments,  and  that  they 
may  not  be  supplied  with  extra  delicacies  from  their  homes. 

No  reason,  except  serious  illness,  should  delay  any  student  a  single  day  af¬ 
ter  the  expiration  of  any  vacation,  recess,  or  leave  of  absence. 

Parents  are  requested  not  to  ask  permission  for  their  daughters  to  leave 
College  before  the  closing  exercises  of  each  session.  All  requests  from  parents 
and  friends  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President. 

fiSP“All  communications  which  request  permission  for  any  student  to  leave 
the  College,  are  to  be  sent  in  writing,  and  not  by  telegraph,  except  in  cases 
of  extreme  necessity,  directly  to  the  President.  It  is  of  course  expected  that 
satisfactory  reasons  will  accompany  all  such  requests.

Those  students  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  full  course  of  study,  and  merit 
the  approbation  of  the  Faculty  by  correct  deportment,  will  be  entitled  to  the 
Degree  of  Baccalaureate  oe  Alts,  and  will  receive  a  Diploma  of  the  same 
grade  with  that  which  confers  the  first  Degree  in  other  Colleges. 
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JPiMzes. 

1.  THE  HALIi  PRIZE. 

For  the  best  English  Essay  from  the  Senior  Class,  on  some  topic  of  current 
interest ;  preference  being  given  to  a  style  suitable  for  journalism.  Founded 
by  Frank  Hall,  Esq.  The  prize  for  the  Class  of  ’77  was  awarded  to  Miss 
Caroline  S.  Sanborne,  East  Springfield. 

2.  THE  SCHOLARSHIP  HONOR  PRIZE. 

Founded  by  Hon.  Eaton  N.  Frisbie,  for  the  best  scholarship  in  the  Senior 
Class,  to  be  awarded  by  the  President  and  Faculty.  This  is  a  single  prize  of 
$50.  The  Prize  for  the  Class  of  ’77  was  awarded  to  Miss  Alletta  C.  Rankin, 
Austin,  Texas. 

3.  THE  RIVEN  PRIZES. 

Gen.  Alexander  S.  Diven  has  founded  two  prizes.  The  first  prize  $30, 
the  second  prize  $20,  for  superior  excellence  in  reading,  adapted  to  social  and 
private  occasions,  as  distinguished  from  stage  recitation.  The  First  Prize 
of  ’77  was  awarded  to  Miss  Caroline  S.  Sanborne,  and  the  second  to  Miss 
Imogen  Minier,  Minier,  Ill. 

4.  THE  SEEE  PRIZES. 

J.  D.  F.  Slee,  Esq.,  has  founded  two  prizes.  The  first  for  the  best  work  of 
Art,  finished  after  at  least  one  and  one-half  terms  of  instruction  in  the  Art  De¬ 
partment,  and  wholly  without  manual  assistance.  The  decision  shall  also  re¬ 
gard  the  improvement  made  during  the  year.  The  amount  of  this  prize 
is  $30.  The  second  prize  of  $20,  will  be  given  to  the  second  best  work 
of  Art  on  the  same  conditions.  In  case  of  no  competition,  or  in  case  no 
work  is  presented  of  such  merit  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee, 
deserves  special  commendation,  the  committee  may  recommend  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  the  amount  of  both  prizes  for  the  purchase  of  some  work  of  Art 
for  the  benefit  of  the  department ;  and  upon  such  recommendation  sAch  ap¬ 
propriation  shall  be  made.

Any  student  preferring  to  room  alone,  may  do  so  by  consent  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  upon  payment  of  $10  per  semi-annual  session,  as  an  extra  charge. 

Students,  not  regular  members  of  the  College  classes,  may  take  special 
branches  in  Art  or  Music — subject  to  the  general  rules  of  the  College,  and 
special  arrangements  as  to  time  and  charges. 

Extra  branches  are  charged  for  either  the  whole  or  one-half  of  the  session. 

Chorus  Singing  and  Elementary  Drawing,  without  extra  charge. 

Students  may  be  liable  to  a  small  charge  for  pew  rent  in  church. 

No  deductions  will  be  made  for  delay  in  entering  upon  the  duties  of  a  ses¬ 
sion,  except  in  case  of  students  who  enter  for  the  first  time  after  the  first 
three  weeks.  For  absence  before  the  last  five  weeks  of  the  session,  no  deduc¬ 
tion  exceeding  one-half  of  the  regular  charges  will  be  allowed,  except  in  pe¬ 
culiar  and  special  cases,  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Ab¬ 
sence  on  account  of  sickness  must  be  certified  by  a  physician  as  necessary, 
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and  as  requiring  absence  not  less  than  three  weeks.  In  case  of  those  who 
leave  College  during  the  last  five  weeks  of  the  session,  no  deduction 
will  be  allowed.

Directions  for  Gymnastic  Costume. 


The  Gymnastic  Costume  should  be  black  Alpaca,  lined  throughout.  In  style  it  should  be 
as  follows : 

Waist. — Garibaldi,  long  enough  to  allow  the  arms  to  be  raised  to  their  utmost  extent ; 
short  on  the  shoulder  ;  arm-holes,  large. 

Belt. — Four  inches  longer  than  a  close-fitting  measure,  in  order  to  allow  the  free  use  and 
expansion  of  the  respiratory  organs. 

Sleeves — Long,  full  at  the  top,  plain  and  small  at  the  wrist. 

Skirt. — Finished  ten  inches  from  the  floor ;  width  from  three  to  three  and  one-half  yards. 

Drawers. — Turkish,  full,  drawn  in  with  an  elastic  band  at  the  bottom ;  falling  over  a 
la  Zouave;  same  length  from  the  floor  as  the  dress. 

Trimmings. — In  order  to  secure  uniformity,  the  trimmings  should  be  Gilbert’s  opera 
flannel,  scarlet;  a  band  six  inches  wide,  four  inches  from  the  edge  of  the  skirt;  a  band 
two  inches  in  width,  one  inch  from  the  bottom  of  the  sleeve ;  a  belt  two  inches  in  width ; 
buttons,  steel,  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 

Underskirt. — Dark  material, usually  moreen, in  all  cases  to  be  supported  from  the  shoul¬ 
der  by  a  loosely-fitting  under  waist,  to  which  the  drawers  should  also  be  attached ;  the 
waist  is  essential  for  warmth,  but  in  length  of  shoulder,  and  size  of  belt  and  arm  hole, 
should  correspond  with  the  waist  of  the  costume.

First  Session  of  the  Collegiate  Year  begins  September  1  1,  1878, 

Holiday  Recess  from  Friday  Evening,  December  21st,  to  Monday  Evening, 
January  7th,  1879. 

Second  session  begins  January  31st  and  ends  June  19th,  1879. 

Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges,  last  Thursday  in  January. 
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Public  opinion  no  longer  regards  colleges  as  chiefly  designed  to  aid  in  pre¬ 
paration  for  the  ministry,  or  as  a  mere  porch  to  some  profession,  but  they  are 
expected  to  give  a  broad,  thorough,  elegant  culture  to  the  whole  nature. 
This  culture  is  as  appropriate  and  necessary  for  the  one  sex  as  the  other ;  and 
only  by  such  culture  is  a  woman  fitted  to  become  the  companion  of  a 
well-educated  man,  and  the  head  of  an  intelligent,  refined,  happy  do¬ 
mestic  circle.  Such  an  education  in  superior  and  carefully  governed  Col¬ 
leges  for  young  women,  would  give  them  worthy  employment  at  a  time  in 
which,  of  all  others,  idleness  or  an  aimless  leisure  must  be  a  fruitful  source 
of  personal  and  social  peril.  It  would  also  furnish  a  refuge  for  those 
who  are  exposed  to  danger  from  a  life  of  excessive  gaiety,  and  give  them 
habits  of  self-control,  during  the  critical  period  of  their  forming  character, 
when  they  most  need  it,  and  when  they  are  most  likely  to  be  without  it. 

The  Elmika  College  was  established  by  friends  of  higher  Christian 
education,  as  a  pioneer  in  this  path  of  needed  progress.  It  was  chartered 
as  a  true  College,  and  is  officially  recognized  as  one  of  the  regular  colleges 
of  the  State. 

It  was  confidently  expected,  that  intelligent  Christian  liberality  which  had 
so  generously  provided  Colleges  for  young  men,  would  promptly  bestow 
some  fair  proportion  of  means  for  the  highest  and  best  education  of  young 
women. 

It  was  expected  that  Christian  women  of  wealth  would  appreciate 
this  great  ivant,  and  contribute  freely  of  their  abundance  to  this  first 
successful  effort  to  found  a  real  College  for  their  sex.  It  is  still  hoped  that 
as  liberal  and  wealthy  women  become  well  acquainted  with  this  College,  they 
will  give  it  their  hearty  sympathy  and  contribute  of  their  means  to  enlarge  its 
influence  and  perpetuate  its  usefulness,  either  by  present  donations  or  by  leg¬ 
acies. 

Mr.  Simeon  Benjamin,  who  deserves  to  be  held  in  perpetual  honor  as 
the  principal  founder  of  the  College,  left  a  bequest  of  $25,000,  the  income 
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of  which  forms  an  Aid-Fund  for  assisting  worthy  and  needy  young  women. 
Gen.  A.  S.  Diven  has  also  given  the  sum  of  $4,000  to  be  a  Free  Scholarship, 
the  income  of  which  is  accepted  by  the  College  in  full  payment  of  the 
annual  charge  for  board  and  tuition  for  one  student.  May  we  not  earnestly 
and  urgently  appeal  to  those  Christians,  whether  men  or  women,  whom 
Providence  has  made  stewards  of  great  wealth,  to  give  the  Elmira  College 
the  help  that  it  needs  for  the  promotion  of  the  great  end  for  which  it  was 
founded.
